Alb ert Kesselring, German field m arshal who took 
credit for b omb ing Rotterdam , Coventry and making 
the Allied high command doub t the wisdom of its 
campaign in Italy, has b een sentenced to death b y 
a British m ilitary court The charge was w anton m as­ 
sacre of the Italians 
Kesselring must die too, one more G erm an official 
to atone for the lives of millions As the second a n ­ 
niversary of the end of the war In Europe passes, 
scarcely noted in the desperate struggle to rally from 
the Impact of history's most horrib le destruction, the 
death of a Kesselring or a thousand like him seems 
no more than a mockery of m an In his quest for some 
semb lance of Justice. 
It was customary to say in the 19 20 s, speaking of 
W orld War I. that no one can win a modern war; that 
everyb ody m ust lose. Those who suspected tha t G er­ 
many, under Hitler, was b ent on nihilism —destruction 
that would make reconstruction forever impossib le— 
are entitled to wonder if they may have b een right 
after all If anyone won World War II, it m ust have 
b een the b erserk m inority whose purpose was to make 
it history's m ost terrib le conflict. They succeeded. The 
same G erm ans who m ade a hero of Fatso Ooerlng for 
b eating the hangm an now can extol the Germanic 
virtues of a m artyred Keaaelring, no mean killer In 
his own right.
